ported Able to Spot 
Snorkel Breathing 
Tubes on Water. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 12 (UP)— 
An authoritative naval source said 
today that the United States Navy 
had whipped the threat of the 
snorkel submarine. 

This informant said the Navy 
has solved the problem with im-* 
proved radar equipment already 


in operation. As a result, he said, 
the sncrkel devéloped by the Ger- 
mans in World War II and subse- 
quently adopted by the Russians 
for their big submarine fleet no 
longer threatens American rule of 
the seas. 

The new equipment is being 
carried now by Navy patrol 
planes, including the latest model 
of the Truculent Turtle, a long- 
range twin-engine craft built by 
Lockheed Aviation Corp. 

The snorkel is a “breather” de- 
vice which permits a submarine 
to run submerged indefinitely. 
The device, a long tube, permits 
fresh air to be drawn continuously 
into the submarine. . 

The top of the breathing tube 
is so small that chances of picking 
it up by radar equipment of World 
War II vintage were almost nil 
and depended greatly on luck. But 
the Navy source said the improved 
radar now makes it possible to 
pick up the small target with 
ease. 

The Navy is jubilant. over the 
anti-submarine development be- 
cause the Russians have concen- 
trated heavily on snorkel-equipped 
submarines as a counter to Ameri- 
can sea power. 

The navy also has developed 
new sound gear for use by surface 
ships and new techniques for its 
air-sea hunter-killer groups, as 
well as sonobuoys for detecting 
and sinking submarines. 

Patrol planes are now equipped 
for all-weather: flying. They are 
armed with rockets, cannon, tor- 
pedoes and bombs. |

American Firms 
Wouldn’t Halt Sales to 
China, Likely Source of 
Leak, Because of Eng- 
lish Competition,

LONDON, Aug. 12—There is 
strong possibility that the North 
Korean offensive has been fueled 
at least in part by American and 
British gasoline ‘sold to Commu- 
nist China for “civilian consump- 
tion.” 

So far as is known in London, 
this leak to the Korean invad- 
ers finally has been plugged. 

Here is the inside story of 
what happened: 

There are three big oil com- 
panies in the Far East and all 
have been selling to Communist 
China. Two are American—Stand- 
ard Vacuum and Texaco. The 
third is the Asiatic Petroleum 
Co., a subsidiary of the Royal 
Dutch Shell group owned by 
English and Dutch private in- 
terests. All three companies main- 
tain far eastern headquarters in 
Hong Kong, British colony just 
across a narrow stretch of water 
from Communist China. 

Firms Cite Competitor. 
After the war broke out in 
Korea June 25, the United States 
State Department called in Stand- 
ard Vacuum and Texaco repre- 
sentatives and asked them to 
stop selling to Communist China 
on the ground that the Commu- 
nists might divert this gasoline 
to the Communists in North 
Korea. 

The two compaines said they 
were reluctant to stop sales when 
their competitor, Asiatic Petro- 
leum, was still doing business 
with Communist China. 

The State Department then 


to put pressure on Shell to stop 
Asiatic Petrolewm’s sales, but the 
Foreign Office refused. 


The British Government has 
recognized Communist China in 
the double hope of protecting the 
British business stake in China 
and of using its restraining influ- 
ence to prevent Peking from fall- 
ing completely under the sway of 
Moscow, but as yet Communist 
China has not recognized Britain. 
The British were engaged in ne- 
gotiations to establish diplomatic 
relations with Communist China 
and wanted to do ncthing to up- 
set them. | 


Britain’s Reply to U. S. 


Consequently, on July 8, the 
British Government told the 
State Department that Britain 
didn’t think it necessary to limit 
shipments of oil to China. ...“In 
the British Government view, the 
quanities of oil which British 
companies have for some time 
been supplying China are suffi- 
cient only for civilian consump- 
tion.” 

On July 19, however, it came 
out in the House of Commons 
that the British had cut off the 
supply of oil to Communist China. 

Kenneth Younger, under secre- 
tary at the Foreign Office, dis- 
closed, in answer to a question, 
that the British Navy and other 
armed services in Hong Kong 
“have found it necessary to take 
over stocks of oil from British- 
controlled sources in the Far 
East for their own requirements 
in connection with action being 
taken in support of the Security 
Council resolutions on Korea.” 
Younger assured his questioner 
that no Bri ontrolled oil was 
“now” going to North China or 
Korea. 

No Embargo Declared.

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UAW ASKS FORD. 
TO CONSIDER PAY 
RISE 10 OFFSET 


Living Costs Since Ko- 
rean War — Hardships 
Are Cited. 


DETROIT, Aug. 12 (UP)—The 
CIO United Auto Workers asked 
Ford Motor Co. today to consider 
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higher wages for its 117,000 work- 
ers to combat higher living costs. 

“Spiraling costs of living have 
caused many hardships to Ford 
workers. Earnings now do not 
provide the bare necessities of 
life for workers and their fam- 
ilies,” UAW Ford Director Ken 
Bannon said. 


In a formal request to the com- 
pany to reopen its wage contract, 
Bannon said wage negotiations 
could be re-opened prior to next 
Jan. 1 if both parties agree. 
The UAW became the first big 
union to seek higher wages be- 
cause of inflationary prices since 
the Korean war. 


Prior Request By Local. 


The wage request by the jnter- 
national union was made in a let- 
ter to John S. Bugas, Ford vice 
president and director of indus- 
trial relations, It followed a sim- 
ilar demand made by Loca} 600, 
mammeth local at Ford's Rouge 


Ford had nd immediate com- 
ment. Bugas is vacationing in 
Wyoming. 

The UAW said that the Ford 
contract, signed in October 1949, 
and expiring Jan. 1, 1951, does 
not measure up to the General 
Motors and Chrysler agreements 
signed earlier this year. 

Bannon declared that Ford's 
major competitors “have recog- 
nized increased living costs and 
provided substantial wage in- 
creases.” 

General Motors workers re- 
ceived a flat four-cent wage in- 
crease when their contract was 
signed in May and will get annu- 
al four-cent wage hikes through 
1954. Under a_ cost-of-living 
agreement, they are expected to 
receive an additional. three cents 
next month. 

Chrysler employes received no 
wage hike when their contract 
was signed last May. But their 
“welfare package” of $100 month- 
ly pensions, health and. hospital 
insurance was considered superior 
to Ford’s. 


Provisions For Insurance. 

Bannon said other contracts 
recently negotiated in the auto- 
mobile industry provided for 
paid-up insurance policies for re- 
tired workers. He added that 
1750 Ford workers already re- 
tired are not covered under life 
insurance provisions of the. agree- 
ment signed last fall. 

“We also desire,” Bannon told 
Bugas, “to negotiate on revised 
provisions covering paid holidays, 
night shift premiums, vacations 
and other economic matters. We 
are desirous of commencing ne- 
gotiations immediately.” 


FOOD PRICES DROP 
0.4 PCT. HERE IN 
LAST HALF OF JULY 


Food prices in St. Louis 
dropped off about four-tenths of 
1 per cent during the last two 
weeks of July, but remained 5 
per cent above the June 15 level 
before the outbreak of hostilities 
in Korea, the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics said yesterday in a 
special report. 

Greatest price decline in foods 
in the area was for fresh toma- 
toes which dropped over 50 per 
cent. The price of oranges fell

INDUSTRIES HERE 
SWELL PAYROLLS 
FOR WAR ORDERS 


C. of C. Notes Decline of 
Jobless Claims in July 
— Labor Supply Re- 
mains Adequate. 


Continued expansion of indus- 
trial operations in metropolitan 
St. Louis last month was noted 
by the Chamber of Commerce 
Industrial Bureau in its monthly 
review, made publie yesterday. 

While the full effect of military 
procurement orders will not be 
felt for several months, foresight- 
ed employers already were ex- 
panding their payrolls, as evi- 
denced by the decrease in unem- 
ployment claims, which -reached 
a new low for 1949-50. Such 
claims were 52.5 per cent fewer 
than in the peak week of last 
Jan, 14. 

McDonnell Aircraft Corp. a 
large manufacturer of warplanes, 
increased its payroll by more 
than 200 persons last month, and 
many more will be hired in com- 
ing months, as the firm tools up 
for still heavier production, the 
report said. 

Existence of an ample labor 
supply was indicated by the large 
number of job applicants at Mc- 
Dannell, many of them women. 
The bureau said this indicated 
return to the labor market of 
many former war workers, moti- 
vated by hope of high wages, 
plus a desire to help military 
production. 

Steel operations in the area 
continued at virtual capacity last 
week, although large military or- 
ders were not expected for sev- 
eral months, due to the lag in 
placement of contracts. Last 
month local steel mills operated 
at 83.1 per cent of capacity, com- 
pared with 90 per cent in June 
and 78.7 per cent in July 1949. 
Changes in operating rate are 
due to periodic removal of fur- 
naces from operation to permit 
repairs. 

Shoe and clothing manufactur- 
ers also reported capacity opera- 
tions, with some clothing firms 
operating overtime to meet pro- 
duction schedules. Automobile as- 
sembly and parts plants also con- 
tinued high production. In at 
least one plant orders justified 
increased production but lack of 
steel prevented the increase. 

Retail sales in July jumped 
sharply over levels of a year ago 
and of the preceding month, al- 
though July usually is an off 
period. Increased sales were at- 
tributed to scare b in- 
‘creased consumer credit and 
higher income, 

Construction activity continued 
at the same high level as the 


first six months of the year, a 
rate 75 pér cent higher than in 
/1949, Some materials were re- 
ported in short supply, but not 
sufficiently to cause postpone- 
ment of projects.

NEW YORK, Aug. 12 (AP)—A 
two-day-old wildcat strike by bus 
drivers on lites carrying 350,000 
daily passengers was called off 
today. Service was resumed im- 
mediately on the 16 affected lines. 

James O’Shea, Local 100 shop 
steward of the CIO Transport 
Workers’ Union, said the men 
went back to work “pending fur- 
ther negotiation with the com- 
pany on our grievances.” 

The walkout began Thursday 
as a protest by 265 drivers against 
what they called poor mainten- 
ance of busses. They said bus 
windshields were dirty, a safety 
hazard. About 200 other drivers 
joined the strike yesterday.

With Faction — Gov- 
ernor Regards the Walk- 
out as Directed Against 
Missouri. 


St. Louis faced the prospect of 
a continuing public transportation 
tie-up after a rump faction of 
Public Service Co. bus and street- 
car operators last night refused 
to end its wildcat strike. Today 
will be the third day of the walk- 
out, with no negotiations sched- 
uled. 


The rump group found itself 
up against the State of Missouri, 
rather than the management of 
a utility which is controlled by 
a Chicago holding company. This 
is due to the seizure of the com- 
pany by the state at midnight 
Thursday under the King-Thomp- 
son Act, in a vain effort to pre- 
vent work stoppage in a pro- 
longed labor controversy. 

The issue became squarely 
joined yesterday: Gov. Forrest 
Smith and his agent in charge 
of the transit property, Chairman 
Vance Julian of the State Media- 
tion Board, were firm in the de- 
termination mot to undertake a 
settlement of the controversy 
until the men return to work. 

Stand of Rump Group. 

On the other hand, Lyman E. 
Winder,-teader of the rump group, 
insisted the Workers will not go 
back without the Governor's as- 


wage increase recently recom- 
mended by a fact-finding panel 
become effective at once, that 
payment to make the increase ret- 
roactive to Jan. 1 be forthcoming 
in 30 days, and that there be no 
retaliation against the strikers 
“either by the company or the 
union.” 

At first the wildcat strikers 
asserted they would not go back 
until a new contract is signed, 
but Winder modified this stand 
yesterday by saying the men 
would return without a signed 
agreement if the Governor prom- 
ised to put into effect without 
delay the panel’s recommenda- 
tions. 

Meanwhile, the company has 
been shut down tight, with only 
supervisory, protective and other 
essential employes allowed on the 
premises. Not a bus or car wheel 
has turned since late Friday night, 
and there is no apparent hope of 
resumed service until the wildcat 
strike is called off. 

The rump group met to review 
the situation last night at North 
St. Louis Turner Hall, 1928 Salis- 
bury street. About 350 persons, 
including one woman operator, 
attended. Most of them were 
younger employes, many in the 
20s and 30s. 

After the group had been in 
session 40 minutes, Winder came 
out to inform reporters that the 
stand he had taken had been 
unanimously approved. The Gov- 
ernor will have to assure the 
workers that the recommendations 
of the fact-finding panel will be 
adopted, he declared. 


Says Men Back Him. 


“Until that becomes effective, 
there will be no service,” he as- 
serted emphatically. However, he 
added that he had repeatedly 
cautioned the strikers against 
violence. 

In reply to a question, he ex- 
pressed the belief that 2800 of 
the 3045 operating employes ap- 
proved his stand. When asked why 
they were not at the meeting, he 
said difficulty in getting to the 
hall on a rainy night was the 
reason for the small attendance. 
After the 90-minute meeting,

The cutting of 200-year-old virgin 
pines in Big Spring State Park in 
Carter county, near Van“Buren, 
which critics 
spoiled part of the preserve’s 
natural beauty, was defended to- 
day by the State Park Board. 

A formal statement issued, by 
Gov. Forrest Smith, a» board 
member, denied there had been 
any “dishonesty or indiscriminate 
cutting of timber” in the park. 

Pointing out it had been 
charged that the park superin- 
tendent, C. D. McKinney. had 
“disposed of some of this timber 
unlawfully,” the board declared 
“there was no _ indiscriminate 
cutting, but this was a harvest of 


timber made for the state’s own 
use and not for the sale to in- 
dividuals.” 


Only Mature or Damaged Trees. 


It reported that in one cutting, 
in 1946, a total of 43,000 board 
feet of hardwood and pine was 
taken in a storm damaged area 
and only mature or damaged 
trees were removed. The second 
cutting, last spring, produced 25.,- 
000 board feet of lumber and 
again it was reported, only dam- 
aged or mature trees were taken. 
The areas cut were outside of 
the park’s “intensive use” section, 
the board said.

Bones of eight Indians interred 
at least 550 years ago in a

county were uncovered yesterday 
at the climax of two month's cau- 
‘tious excavation by a 13-member 
archeological expedition. The 
‘grave, expected to prove a sig- 
nificant find, is of a kind which

The bones came to light as 
students, working with the Cen- 
tral Mississippi Valley Archeo- 
logical Survey, gingerly brushed 
away alluvial soil that had been 
swept over the remains at an 
early time in the intervening 
centuries.

DOWNTOWN SPACE 
FOR PARKING 29,000 
AUTOS AVAILABLE 


Motorists who drive: downtown 
every day—and those forced to 
drive because of the wildcat tran- 
sit strike—have about 29,000 
parking spaces at their- disposal. 
This figure is based on a partial 
report on the survey of down- 
town parking problems being con- 
ducted by the State Highway 
Department. 


Under normal conditions the 
29,000 parking spaces are avail- 
able for approximately. 80,000 
passenger automobiles which en- 
ter and leave the downtown dis- 
trict between 8 a.m. and 6 p.m., 
the report said. Parking spaces 
of all kinds provide facilities for 
a total of about 289,000 hours of 
parking. 

About 100,000 vehicles of all 
kinds enter and leave the down- 
town district during the business 
hours, the survey has disclosed. 
Maximum accumulation of traffic 
is between 1 and 2 p.m. and maxi- 
mum number of vehicles in mo- 
tion in the area—about 31,500—is 
between 4:30 and 5:30 p.m.

Texas Senator Urges Immediate 
Price Control as Military Need 


Says Rising Costs Have Cut Purchasing 
Power of Defense Dollar—Passage of Bill 
by Thursday Predicted. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 12 (AP)— 
Senator Lyndon Johnson (Dem.), 
Texas, called tonight for imme- 
diate control of prices as “‘a mil- 
itary necessity.” 

Such action is imperative, 
Johnson said, because price in- 
creases on military goods within 
the last six weeks “have reduced 
the purchasing power of our de- 
fense dollars as much as 50 per 
cent in some instances.” 

He quoted the Secretaries of 
the Army, Navy and Air Force 
as saying the recent sudden price 
increases “are one of the major 
problems complicating our pre- 
paredness planning et this time.” 


Passage Predicted. 


Johnson spoke out as two Re- 
publican ieaders joined with Sen- 
ate Democratic chiefs in predict- 
ing passage next week of a home- 
front . mobilization bill giving 
President Truman broad powers 
over the nation’s economy. 

The Senate measure—like the 
bill already overwhelmingly ap- 
proved by the House—would let 
Truman invoke wage-price-ration- 
ing controls whenever he saw fit. 
“I think the Senate will pass its 
bifl by next Thursday in substan- 
tially the same form as the House

Johnson, a member of the Sen- 
ate Armed Services Committee, 
cencentrated in his statement on 
the rising cost of defense items, 
but he did not suggest that price 
control be limited to those ma- 
terials. 

“Immediate control of prices is 
a military necessity,” Johnson 
said, adding: “If the prices on de- 
fense items are not brought un- 
der control, the American taxpay- 
er is going to suffer seriously and 
unnecessarily. 

“At the present rate, it is en- 
tirely possible that the 10 billion 
dollars requested by the armed 
services two weeks ago may buy 
only five billions worth of fight- 
ing equipment. 

“This means that the taxpayers 


will get 50 cents on the dollar for 
their investment in defense. It 
also means that the proposed 
five-billion dollar tax increase 
could be eaten up entirely by in- 
flated prices.” 

Comparison of Costs. 

Johnson said that if the mili- 
tary price increases continue he 
will urge that an armed services 
subcommittee which he heads “in- 
vestigate the situation  thor- 
oughly.” 

The cost of basic. military 
equipment, Johnson said, has in- 
creased enormously during the 
last 10 years. He gave this pic- 
ture: 

“When we began our prepared- 
ness program in 1939, B-17 bomb- 
ers cost $300,000; today’s B-36 
costs more.than $3,000,000. 

“Destroyers cost $7,000,000 each 
in 1939, but now they cost $40,- 
000,000. Light tanks couid be pro- 
duced for $27,000 in 1939, but to- 
day they cost $225,000.” 

At the peak of World War II 
in 1944, Johnson added, “we 
could equip an infantry division 
for $14,500,000—now the cost is 
$74,000,000." Six years ago, he 
Said, an_ armored division could 
be outfitted for $30,000,000, as 
compared with $199,000,000 to- 
day. | 

Senate Republican leaders 
Wherry and Millikin said they 
had not made a definite decision 
yet regarding a major point of 
controversy over the Senate bill. 

That deals with a proposed 
amendment by Senator Taft 
(Rep.), Ohio, which would reserve 
to Congress the right to say 
whether and when wage-price- 
rationing controls should be put 
into effect. 

Taft has contended that Con- 
gress would be “completely abdi- 
cating its authority and duty” if 
it gave the say-so on that to the 
President. 

Wherry added that his own idea 
is that Congress’ ought to put 
authority for wage, price and ra- 
tioning curbs on the books and 
then hold public hearings on the 
issue of how the controls should 
be triggered into effect.

Principal Objectives. 

Principal objectives of the Far 
Eastern Mission were decided on 
after conferences with Asian dele- 
gates to the International Labor 
Conference at Geneva and an ex- 
amination of field reports from 
the various countries. The dele- 
gates agreed to concentrate ef- 
forts on five main purposes. 
These are: 

An investigation of the ex- 
tent and methods of Commu- 
nist infiltration designed to ex- 
ploit the national and social 
aspirations of the masses for 
disruptive political ends, and 
the most effective means of 
combating such activities. 

A survey of the present posi- 
tion of trade unionism in Asia 
with primary attention on the 
difficulties confronting the 
labor movement and the best 
methods of overcoming them. 

. Studies of.the economic situ- 

ation in the various countries 

designed to ascertain what type 
of international technical and 
material assistance is needed 
for advancement of their eco- 
nomic and social development. 

The role that trade unions 

could play in formulating such 

programs may be determined. 

Plans for the establishment 
of regional organizations of the 
International Confederation of 
Free Trade Unions which 
would implement the work of 
the confederation and yet pre- 

‘ gerve a “large measure of 
autonomy required for dealing 
effectively with the many spe- 
cial problems facing the work- 
ers of Asia.” 

Exploration of the feasability 
of establishment of training 
schools for trade union leaders 
in Asia. 

» Collaboration Policy. ' 

In determining to send the mis- 
sion, the ICFTU adopted a policy 
of not imposing on Asian trade 
unions forms and methods of or- 
ganization alien to their national 
traditions. Discussions are to be 
conducted in collaboration with 
national movements in the differ- 
ent countries. ; 

“In this way,” an announce- 
ment from the confederation 
stated, “the delegation is confi- 
dent that it will be able to elab- 
orate practical proposals for fully 
enlisting the tremendous potential 
strength of the democratic Asian 
labor movement in the interna- 
tional struggle for peace, freedom 
and social justice.” 

Shortly before departure of the 
delegation, the Secretariat of the 
ICFTU, which was formed last 
December as a world-wide anti- 
Communist labor organization, 
issued the following statement 
on the Korean situation: 


hearted support of all free and. 


democratic trade unions, which 
will undoubtedly reject, as they 
have previously, 


ocratic peoples. The overwhelm- 
ing mass of workers already rec- 
ognize these maneuvers for what 
they are—a thinly disguised at- 
tempt to mobolize fifth column 
support for totalitarian, aggres- 
sive designs. 

“This is clearly the latest move 
in a systematic plan for enlarg- 
ing, by armed force, if necessary, 
the totalitarian sphere of in- 
fluence. Whatever the merits of 


-any dispute between North and 


South Korea we believe that the 
existing machinery of the United 
Nations. for the maintenance of 
peace and the amicable setttle- 
ment of differences was adequate 
for the purpose and enjoys the 
confidence of sincere lovers of 
peace everywhere. 

“In the firm conviction that 
the steps taken by the United 
States, Great Britain and other 
members of the United Nations 
are designed to restore peace to 
Korea and to uphold the dignity 
and authority of the United Na- 
tions we call on the trade un- 
ionists of all lands to give these 
measures their unqualified sup- 
port.” 

In sending the mission to the 
Far East, despite the conflict in 
Korea, the confederation pointed 
out that it was deemed more than 
ever necessary to strengthen the 
democratic trade unions of Asia 
and to formulate plans for 
“speedy and adequate” interna- 
tional assistance to promote the 


the East.” 


Places to be visited by the dele- 


gation, during a two-months tour, | 


| include East and West Pakistan, 


India, Japan, Formosa, Burma, 
Thailand, Indochina, Hong-Kong, 
Philippine Islands, Indonesia, 
Singapore, Malaya, Iran and 
Ceylon. 

Advance reports from China in- 
dicate that the unemployment 
and relief situation affords a 
major problem to the Central 
Government.

Public employes in Japan, led 
by the Japanese Teachers’ Union, 
are campaigning for repeal of an 
ordinance which forbids public 
servants from engaging in collec- 
tive bargaining or to strike. The. 
measure invalidated existing 
agreements. 

“Apart from being a denial of 
elementary human rights,” the 
ICFTU stated, “such restrictive 
legislation is, as the Japanese 
Teachers’ Union rightly empha- 
sizes, not calculated to help in 
the democratization of Japan. It 


is certainly a matter on which 
more will be heard before long.”

Now for the old saw about 
having to tie ‘em before you 
can beat ‘em. The situation at 
Philadelphia offered an oppor- 
tunity to put the Cards ahead 
with one base hit. How long 
do you think it would have 
been before the Cards again 
got a man into scoring position, 
if they had merely tied the 
game? 

It’s apparent that Sawyer 
knew there was a possibility 
Glaviano would bunt. Kon- 
stanty’s first two pitches were 
high and out of the strike zone. 
That’s the toughest pitch of all 
to bunt. When Glaviano gave 
no sign of bunting, Konstanty 
quickly had two strikes on him. 

We repeat that Sawyer is a 
good manager. And he wasn't 
afraid of Glaviano, who had 
gone something like 13 times at 
bat without a hit. That's why 
he didn’t walk Tommy to set 
up a double play. Sawyer also 
knew, probably, that through 
the entire 1949 season Glaviano 
had bunted for only three sacri- 
fices. And against Konstanty’s 
high hard one Sawyer knew 
that if Tammy did try to bunt 
he’d probably pop up to an 
infielder. And what would the 
second guess strategists have 
said about that?

They’re Choosing Up 
Sides Over That Bunt. 


T’S a long time since a piece

An individual exposed to an atomic bomb) 
explosion doesn’t have to worry immediately |

about radiation. 
discussing the subject, put it this way: 

“The biggest problem is what you can do 
with burns and fractures. If an individual 
can stand up after the bomb goes off and 
look around and comment, ‘This place is 
really beat up,’ he is perfectly correct and 
he has a pretty good chance of surviving.” 

Susceptibility of a person to radiation dos- 
age, measured in roentgens, varies. As an 
example, if a contaminated area produced a 
gamma radiation dosage of 50 roentgens a 
day a person who stayed in the area 12 days 
would absorb 600 roentgens. The 600 roent- 
gens might be lethal if delivered all at once, 
but probably wouldn’t be if absorbed over 
the 12-day period. 

An unusually heavy dose of radiation, pos- 
sibly several thousand roentgens delivered 
quickly, might cause death within a few 
hours, but on anticipated exposures there is 
a later period, with death occurring if at all 
within 2 to 12 weeks. Data collected in Japan 
show, the AEC said, that a dose of 600 roent- 


gens within a short period of time produced 
death within two weeks in nearly all cases; 
400 roentgens produced death in four weeks 
in half the cases, and 300 to 100 roentgens 
(a “moderate” dose) produced illness from 
which the patient usually recovered. 

Symptoms, varying in severity, were about 
the same—nausea, diarrhea, fever, inflam- 
mation, loss of hair and loss of weight. There 
is extensive damage to the blood, tissues and 
vital organs. There is no pain at first. 

The presence of harmful radiation may be 
detected by instruments, of course, and per- 
sons who must enter a contaminated area for 
emergency work can wear protective cloth- 
ing. In some cases respirators were recom- 
mended, but for most cases cheap coveralls 
which can be discarded if necessary, canvas 
booties, tight-fitting caps and cotton gloves 
were thought sufficient. 

One of the most importani parts of the 
handbook from a technical viewpoint is the 
exhaustive analysis of the action of blast 
waves set off by an explosion. These are 
exceedingly complex. In general, two factors 
operate to destroy a structure—the crushing 
effect of the pressures as the structure is 


“is to provide the essential scientific and 
technical information that will permit the 
necessary plans to be made for dealing 
with the new and unusual situations that 
would arise as the result of the explosion 
of an atomic bomb.” 

The “organization, preparation and tech- 
niques designed to deai with these situa- 
tions,” were regarded as outside the scope 
of the book. The volume should be of great 
value to architects and engineers in design- 
ing bomb-resistant structures as well as to 
persons charged with responsibility Yor civil 
defense and treatment of the injured. 

There is nothing on the hydrogen bomb, 
which the United States now is trying to de- 
velop, but there are “scaling laws” by which 
the damage it would cause might be .calcu- 
lated. There are extensive analyses of blast 
and shock effects, radiological contamination, 
flash burns and other phenomena resulting 
from the explosions of atomic bombs at 
Alamogordo, Hiroshima, Nagasaki and Bikini.

Estimates of Soviet Strength 


Little More Than Mere Guesses. 


Comparable data for Russia’s strength is 
lacking for a comparison of her armament 
situation at the end of World War II and 


| now. We don’t know for sure what she had 


at the end of the war, and our estimates now 
are guesses based on fragmentary informa- 
tion. 

American public opinion, the power of 
which is at once the strength and weakness 
of our form of government, made the major 
decisions on how much military strength 
we should have, and those decisions are re- 
sponsible for our relative military weakness 
in this situation. 

In the last four years we have spent about 
50 billion dollars on national defense. There 
is reason to believe that in this year alone 
Communist Russia is spending the equiva- 
lent of about 45 billion. It is with the ad- 
vantage of hindsight that we discover our 
50 billion in four years was not enough. 

If any group of us came closest to ap- 
praising the peril in realistic terms it was 
the professional soldiers, but it is an Amer- 
ican tradition that they are not to be 
trusted in times of peace. 

Early this year Gen. George C. Marshall, 
appearing before a Congressional commit- 
tee, was asked what he thought the Unitea 
States would have to appropriate to build 
a military force capable of standing against 
Communist aggression “all over the world.” 
His answer was: “Something well over 30 
billion a year.” 

Marshall's round figure of 30 billion plus 
had a familiar ring. It was less than two 
years ago that the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
starting work on the budget for the fiscal 
year ended only last July 1, adding up the 
figures the Army Chief of Staff, the Navy 
Chief of Operations, and the Air Force Chief 
of Staff, began with as what each service 
would need. The figure at the bottom of 
the column was 30 billion. 

This incident was cited by the Hoover 
Commission task force on the National Se- 
curity Organization as an alarming illustra- 
tion of the profligate use of public money 
by the military establishment. A few sen- 
tences from the report of that task force 


are worth quoting: 


“The most disturbing aspect of the Na- 
tional Security Organization as it now 
stands,” the report said, “is the enormous 
cost of the military establishment,” After 
reference to the 30 billion estimate just 
mentioned, the report goes on: “It re- 
quired the most earnest effort on the part 
of the Secretary of Defense (then James

which we are indebted for victory in two 
wars—has been this country’s freedom from 
huge peacetime armament burdens. 

“There is a growing belief among respon- 
sible officials of government that the Com- 
munist strategy in the struggle for the world 
is to force the United States into greater and 
greater expenditures of its resources for 
armaments, for economic aid and support to 
friendly nations, for lend-lease arms aid to 
Western Europe.” 

Whether this assessment of the conditions 
we faced a year and a half ago is valid 
or invalid it certainly reflected the mood 
of the times, the temper of the American 
people, that imponderable but enormously 
effective instrument which we know as 
“public opinion.” 

We are prone to forget, too, that it was 
no military decision, but a public clamor 
to “bring the boys home,” that forced 
abandonment, as soon as the shooting 


stopped after World War II, of tanks, 
guns, airplanes, and other armaments left 
to rust at bases all over the world. 

As early as October, 1945, Gen. Marshall, 
wartime chief of staff, spoke of the wide- 
spread emotional crisis of the American 
people as having brought about a condition 
in which “demobilization has become dis- 
integration, not only of the armed forces, 
but apparently of all concept of world re- 
sponsibility, and what it demands of us.” 

And two years ago in St. Louis, Gen. Omar 
N. Bradley, now chairman of the Joint Chiefs 
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the Air Force and of the Navy in strategic 
bombing—would have had no bearing on the 
outcome of the events in Korea, however 
it was resolved. That dispute involved the 
Air Force B-36 land based long range stra- 
tegic bomber intended to deliver the atomic 
bomb and Defense Secretary Johnson’s de- 
cision to cancel construction of a super 
carrier sought by Navy aviation for the 
same purpose. 

But as the war in Korea has developed, 
use of the atomic weapon is out of the ques- 
tion—Korea doesn’t afford the type of target 
for which the bomb is adapted. In the first 
week or so of the fighting there it appeared 
in fact that the aviation weapon most needed 
and most lacking was a tactical plane for 
chose support of ground troops—and the Air 
Force, concentrating on its concept of stra- 
tegic bombing as the retaliatory weapon in 
the “big war,” had neglected tactical avia- 
tion. Later reports of the Korean fighting 
have shown that our tactical fighters, Air 
Force and Navy, have given a good account 
of themselves and quickly established air 
superiority over such tactical air as the North 
Koreans, fighting with Russian equipment, 
were able to commit for the engagement. 

What the Korean fighting has done is to 
show that if any of the services had its 
strength pared too closely in dividing up 
under unification the funds available to all, 
it has been the ground forces of the Army 
and Marine Corps. 

Our situation in that respect would 
have been much improved had Congress 
been willing to pass a law requested ever 
since 1946 by the White House—universal 
military training. recommendation 
was bolstered in May, 1947, by the report 
of a commission headed by Dr. Kari T. 
Compton, president of Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology, which held it vital 
to enable the United States to fulfill its 
world responsibilities. But the bill was 
blocked in the Eightieth Congress by a 
House rules committee which would not 
permit a vote on it and the present Eighty- 
first Congress took no action when 
President renewed his recommendation.

ican expeditionary forces to Austria, to Ger- 
many, to Iran, to Burma, Indochina, or 
any of the other places far across the world 
where the next Communist aggression may 
come?

Confronted with that dilemma, we under- 
took three steps to counteract the danger. 

We sought security not in only our own 
strength, but in marshalling the free peoples 
of the world against any aggressor. 

We concentrated our own war plans on 
long range strategic atom bombing of the 
aggressor as the strongest available deter- 
rent against the “big war’—a deterrent 
which, as of now, seems to be operating. 


We sought to counteract the previous, and 
continuing, tactic of the Russians—infiltra- 
tion and propaganda—by economic aid to 
those states threatened by Communism, and 
by our own propaganda. 


U.S. Tried to Find a Way 
To Live at Peace With Russia. 


In pursuance of the first of these aims 
we took the lead in organizing the United 
Nations, under whose banner our troops 
are fighting now in Korea. We tried to 
find a means of accommodation in which 
the two centers of power which existed after 
the war—Russia and ourselves—could live 
in “One World.” To that end we made con- 
cessions to Russia in the hope that assurance 
of her own security would dampen the tra- 
ditional Russian suspicion of the outside 
world, and to that end we joined with Rus- 
sia as full partners in the United Nations. 


It is possible to argue, again with the 
advantage of hindsight, that “you can't do 
business with Stalin” as we learned earlier 
that “you can’t do business with Hitler.” 

But this search for collective security 
cannot be written off as a total loss.

It can’t be for lack of sitting-down 
jobs, because there are countless jgbs 
that are ideal for handicapped persons, 
and that can be learned by anyone. I 
know of one man, who has to use 
crutches, who has to take scab jobs to 
support his wife and child. He doesn’t 
want to, but he has to. 

One of our big electrical firms just 
told me that maybe with the war and 
drafting, the company would change its 
rules regarding handicapped persons. 
Isn’t it a shame that it takes a war to 
give us employment? 

Can't our St. Louis manufacturers 
realize that they'll benefit in the long 
run with good, steady, dependable work- 
ers? Please, manufacturers, if a man 
or woman on crutches appears at your 
factory, don’t look with pity or seek 
an excuse. Let those positions we 
could handle on a stool in your assem- 
bly line run through your mind.

Defense Secretary Johnson is a chief target, 
criticized almost as much as Secretary of State 
Acheson. Mr. Johnson's critics say that he failed 
to keep up the defenses of. the country and that 
it is primarily his fault that we were taken by 
surprise. Not a few have demanded the Secre- 
tary’s resignation, — : 

The Post-Dispatch has frequently criticized 
Mr. Truman’s Defense Secretary. We would 
not begin to defend his misleadingly optimistic 
remark, last February, that if “Joe Stalin starts 
something at 4 a.m., the fighting power of the 
United States will be on the job at 5 a.m.” It 
was too reminiscent of the late Secretary of 
the Navy Knox’s boast that we could whip Japan 
with one hand tied behind us.. 

But not all the critics of Mr. Johnson are in 
the clear themselves. Some of the loudest 
howlers were among the most rabid economizers 
on defense—before Korea. They wanted to cut 
down on economic aid overseas. They were 
reluctant to arm our Western European allies. It 
is not even certain they would have permitted 
passage of the Draft Act extension had. it not 
been for the prod from the Kremlin.

In all this, there was the mood of the country. 
It was the American people who cried out “Bring 
the boys home!” five summers ago. They, not 
the military leaders, wrecked our great defense 
machine. Any Administration which would have 

, attempted to keep 10,000,000 Americans in uni- 
form, or even 5,000,000, and to control prices 
and wages in the interests of a highly efficient 
defense organization; would have been repudi- 
ated at the first national election. 

The latest criticism of the Department of 
Defense is that it is holding back casualty fig- 
ures. Undoubtedly casualties are being delayed, 
but that is as it should be. Immediate release 
of losses would help the enemy. It would tell 
our battlefield opponents where they were most 
successful, That, in turn would enable him to 
determine what tactics and weapons worked best 
for him. Military security is reason enough for 
careful handling of casualty figures. 

Indeed, there is a question whether we have 
not already paid a price for telling too much 
too soon about the war thus far. Naturally 
Americans were cheered to know when, almost 
to the minute, the first Marines landed direct 
from a United States port. But that was infor- 
mation for the Korean Communists, too. 

There were occasions when Gen. Eisenhower 
very properly blacked out military operations 
in World War II. That kept facts temporarily 
from home, but it also made things harder for 
the enemy. The Post-Dispatch believes that 
military exigencies and the welfare of our own 
armed forces should be the first concerns. When 
a delay in the news will save lives and benefit 
military operations, let the news be delayed. 

. - - - 

But because some of the complaints are not 
well-founded, it does not follow that criticism 
is not urgently needed. Just now there is too 
little criticism of our over-all policy in Asia. The 
North Koreans have announced that they have 
already held elections in “liberated” South 
Korea. Do we have a democratic policy for 
the territory we must win back to the thirty- 
eighth parallel? If so, more should be made of 
it here, as well as over the Voice of America. 

Mr. Truman’s Point IV program, for example, 
is designed to win the friendship of Asiatic 
peoples, but this is offset in large part by our 
support for Syngman Rhee, Chiang Kai-shek and 
others whose strong-arm policies have cost us 
much good will in the Orient. The latest com- 
ment from Washington on Formosa is in point. 
Secretary Acheson says that military support 
for Chiang is not now precluded. So saying, he 
makes even more doubtful a situation which 
the American people are eager to see clarified. 

A military victory in Korea, whenever it 
comes, will be empty unless we are able to apply 
it in the lives of the people for whom we have 
taken our stand.

They are 
preparing an ordinance which would permit only 
one dog and one cat in any Newark dwelling, 
on the theory that “it’s a pretty good idea not 
to have a lot of pets running around the house,” 
for health reasons. 
‘ We hereby predict that the officials soon will 
be beating a hasty retreat, in order to protect 
their own health from the assaults of an aroused 
citizenry. In fact, Newark speedily could become 
a very unhealthy place for them to be.

Only 2.7 Per Cent! 


The Bureau of Labor Statistics says that con- 
sumer food prices dropped slightly in the last 
half of July, and at the end of the month stood 
2.7 per cent higher than they were before the 
Korean war began. “ 

. Maybe the bureau is right. Its figures cover 
13 large cities, including St. Louis, and 25 se- 
lected foods. On this basis the price index may 
have risen only 2.7 per cent, but the average 
consumer will find it hard to believe that this 
tells the story. 

By comparing advertised prices of chain store 
food offerings just before the Korean invasion 
and on last Thursday, the St. Louis shopper

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Crisis in Transit 

It is time for citizens of the St. Louis metro- 
politan area to ask themselves some fundamental 
questions about their publi¢ transit system. 

State seizure of the Public Service Co. under 
the King-Thompson Act, the company’s de- 
fiance of reasonable recofnmendations made by 
a mediation panel, and the company’s application 
for a radical new increase in fares, have all 
brought into focus an unpleasant fact: 

. This city’s public transportation system is go- 
ing in the direction of decay, not progress. 

One step toward decay has been a steady re- 
duction of service accompanying a steady rise 
of fares within the city. , 

Another step toward decay was the recent 
curtailment of Public Service Co. operations in 
the county, by which unprofitable lines were un- 
loaded on a weaker company. 

A third step toward decay is the Public Serv- 
ice Company’s proposal to establish a zone fare 
system based generally upon the principle of 
charging one fare within the city, and two or 
three fares between county and city points. 

All of these developments push the metropoli- 
tan transit system in precisely the opposite di- 
rection from that which it should be following. 
They tend to balkanize and fragmentize the area. 
They put a penalty upon free and efficient move- 
ment among all sections of an area which should 
be an organic unity. And by forcing more and 
more people to rely on private automobiles 
rather than public transportation, they multiply 
and compound the community’s already stag- 
gering traffic probiem. : 

The Public Service Co.'s plea is that it cannot 
avoid this dangerous trend because its revenues 
will not support better service. As stated in 
the petition for a.fare increase, the company 
offers only two alternatives: 

1, Either fares shall be hiked and a zone sys- 
tem installed; or, 

2. Still more lines shall be discontinued, serv- 
ice on others shaH be curtailed, and city gross 
receipts taxes shall be reduced. 

Neither alternative meets the community’s 
needs. Each increase in fares reduces riding 
and so creates new areas of “uneconomic” opera- 
tion. Each curtailment of service impairs the 
efficiency of traffic movement within the metro- 
politan area. Somewhere, somehow, the vicious 
circle must be cut across. 

It is time for St. Louis*to ask itself how this 
can be done. An efficient, low-cost, flexible and 
unified transportation system for the metropoli- 
tan area as a whole is an indispensable condition 
of this community's healthful progress. If the 
Public Service Co. cannot provide that kind of 
system, then the community will be forced to 
look to somebody else.

If that situation ever develops we 
pledge ourselves here and now to work for the 
appointment of a non-St. Louisan at the first 
vacancy.

But the fact remains that it does not get us 
anywhere. Fortunately, the Soviets. apparently 
are not getting anywhere either, thanks chiefly 
to the wisdom of Prime Minister Nehru and his 
influence throughout Asia, 

Delegate Malik may have come back to the 
Security Council in order to keep U.N. para- 
lyzed by veto and by fencing over procedure 
while the Soviets undertake another Korean 
adventure against Formosa, Yugoslavia, Ger- 
many or Iran, 

The democracies need to be prepared for this 
contingency. Malik can stall the Security Coun- 
cil indefinitely, and apparently plans to do it. 
But he cannot stall the General Assembly, which 
meets next month. The United States shoyld 
be preparing now for presentation to the Gen- 
eral Assembly a proposal which would permit 
U.N. to act incase of future aggression. — 

It might be possible to invoke Article 106 of 
the U.N. Charter, which provides that the Big 
Five shall consult with one another and other 
U.N members, “with a view to such joint action 
on behalf of the organization as may be neces- 
sary for the purpose of maintaining international 
peace and security.” 

But there is reason to doubt its effectiveness, 
and it seems imperative, consequently, to con- 
sider whether a special collective self-defense 
agreement providing for a vote by two thirds of 
the Assembly members and three fifths of the 
Big Five, might not be a better solution, 

In any case, the free world needs to remember 
that if Malik had been present last June, he 
could have vetoed the Security Council’s actions 
in Korea. But he was not,.and there was, con- 
sequently, opportunity for the West to defend 
itself. The free world cannot take a chance on a 
repetition of the good fortune of Malik’s absence.

Playwright designated most promising of season discusses handicap 
of the label as arousing expectations that demand fulfillment; 
suggests our frantic search for the 10 best of this and that 
implies an immature culture and a lack of inner security.

According to the New York drama crit- 
ics, I am the most “promising” playwright 
of the 1949-50 season and, naturally, 1 am 
encouraged to get this recognition. All 
in all, I feel that the Theater Guild’s pres- 
entation of my play, “Come Back, Little 
Sheba” has done about everything a first 
New York production can do for a new 
writer. Certainly the production itself 
satisfied me in every way; the first night 
audience was enthu- 
siastic; most of the 
reviews were good; 
the play has held a 
sure and responsive 
audience; it has sold 
to the movies and 
made me some money 
and I am relieved, 
thankfully, of the fi- 
nancial frustration 
which seems to be a 
stage, necessary or 
not, of every writer's 
development. 

Beyond all this, I 
am “in,” as people 
were telling me open- Inge 
ing night when I was too apprehensive to 
know exactly what they meant. Being 
“in,” I have decided since, means for a 
writer that he has established himself suf- 
ficiently that the horrible risk (felt by 
producers in presenting an unknown play- 
wright) is off him and the chances are he 
can find production for any of his plays 
that follow, providing they look good on 
paper. Being “in” means, I guess, that 
you have managed to create some expec- 
tations of your future work. 


A writer necessarily creates these ex- 
pectations in bringing about any general 
awareness of himself, but expectations, of 
one’s self and of others, can be troubling. 
They are based on some sort of a standard 
we have set ourselves, perhaps unconscious- 
ly, and so they limit our experience, mak- 
ing us always react to a situation not as 
we naturally would react but as we feel 
we should.. So is it if we have created 
any expectations of others; then in a sense 
we have categorized them and we reject 
any forms of their expression that do not 
fit into the mold. 


Unfair to Writers 


For example, when “Ihe Glass Menage- 
rie” opened, it created immediate expec- 
tations of Tennessee Williams which he 
will have to try to live up to the rest of 
his playwriting days. After “A Streetcar 
Named Desire” came “Summer and Smoke” 
and it. was rejected, probably not because 
of what it was but because of what it was 
not. , 

“Summer and Smoke” is a beautiful 

which deserves a life of its own, apart 

m whatever relation it might bear to 
the writer’s other plays. It is easy for 


me to think that, had it been produced 
before “Streetcar,” for instance, it would 
have received acclaim. Coming after 
“Streetcar,” it drew a negative response 
and all its sensitive sheen, its silky beauty 
were unobserved because the play was not 
what people expected. 


We are being unfair to a writer if we 
expect him always to equal our concep- 
tion of what is his best. Then we set a 
standard for him and tend to deprive him 
of his freedom of expression. And we are 
being unfair to ourselves if we deny our- 
selves the experience of anything but the 
accorded best. 


We are a race of snobs and we have a 
snob’s uncanny method in seeking pres- 
tige. So we seek the prestige of culture 
and not its experience. We are not aware 
that Rachmaninoff ever wrote any concer- 
to but the famous Second; we are not in- 
terested in seeing Shakespeare's minor 
plays; if Hemingway ever wrote anything 
but “For Whom the Bell Tolls,” we don't 
care. Culture ceases to serve us as a means 
of identification, it loses its personal value 
and we tend to make of it a mass experi- 
ence like a bullfight or a convention. 


Some Questions 


Perhaps a playwright is certain to re- 
gard other plays with a sort of profession- 
al interest he cannot expect others to 
adopt in the theater. During the past sea- 
son I had some of my best times at plays 
that, shall we say, did not live up to ex- 
pectations. The professional interest in 
plays tends to make the observer regard 
the flaws in a production with as much in- 
terest as the virtues and, whereas the 
flaws may lessen his admiration, they do 
not wreck his enjoyment of the rest of 
the play, which may be richly rewarding. 


Why can’t our culture be more relaxed? 
Why must it always be self-consciously 
asserting itself in the form of prizes, 
awards, lists of the 10 best that’s and the 
10 best this’s? Why are we so frantic to 
assure ourselves we are seeing only the 
best, reading and hearing only the best? 

Doesn't it all denote a miserable lack of 
inner security that makes us distrust our 
own reactions and judgments and forces 
us on the bandwagon with all the thou- 
sands of others who are anxiously seeking 
“the best’? 


Maybe it is a hangover from our earlier 
colonial civilization when we were forced 
to accept another culture as our own and 
imitate it. Maybe it is just another aspect 
of a commercial civilization that doesn’t 
afford itself the time to make its own 
cutural decisions and leaves them up to 
someone else. 

Whatever the cause, we tend to create 
a scale of black and white, ail good or 
all bad values, which keeps the theater 
audience perpetually naive and the pro- 
ducing members constantly frustrated.

The National Security Resources 
Board, which shapes national 
policy on mobilization, is embark- 
ing on partial mobilization with 
no firm idea as to where the next 
step leads or when it can be 
tak en. 

Such haphazard approach al- 
ready is creating difficulties that 
will hamper the next steps 
mobilization continues on down 
the path toward full efforf. 

Of all the shortages that af- 
flict the country, manpower is 
the worst. It is a shortage far 
more serious than in World 
War II. 

Because of the low birth rate 
during the depression of the 

1930s, there were 120,000 fewer

variety of skills. 

Such a policy is easier to 
shape than to enforce under par- 
tial mobilization. It is not enough 
to say which person should be 
deferred because of a particular 
skill; it is also necessary to de- 
cide which of industry's compet- 
ing claims for his skilled ser- 
vices shall have priority. 


To decide this means giving 
control of the labor force to a 
centralized authority.

Encyclopedia. We doubt it. 

The title to the book does it 
an injustice. “Encyclopedia” is 
a dull, stodgy word: This-book 
is alive and interesting, filled 
with action-packed photographs 
of fighting fish and with arti- 
cles that catch the spirit of 
angling. 

No matter if one does not 
know a creel from a reel, the 
Encyclopedia will prove valu- 
able and entertaining provided 
the reader has at least a latent 
fondness for fishing. It also will 
be an asset for those experi- 
enced fellows who enjoy discus- 
sing the relative merits of Sil- 
ver Doctor, Royal Coachman 
and Cow Dung flies, 

All the game fish — those in 
fresh and salt waters—are de- 
scribed and the reader is told 
how and where to catch them. 
There Js also a section on what 
to do after landing them: Cook- 
ing Methods. 

Principal ‘fishing spots are 
taken up, state by state. Float- 
fishing in Missouri's Ozarks 
gets special treatment. 

As heretofore indicated, a ne- 
ophyte in the art of removing 
fish from their natural habi- 
tat should improve considera- 
bly by letting an old rocker and 
the Encyclopedia replace, for a 
time, a battered hat and the 
bank of a stream. 

After an introduction to the 
various types of fish, there is a 
full explanation of the kinds of 
bait — live, plugs and flies — 
that should be used with each. 

Then follows a discussion of 
fishing methods, including in- 
structions on how to use fly- 
rods and bait-casting rods. After 
reading this book, the fisher- 
man should have a good idea 
whether to fish deep or shal- 
low, to stay in bed or get up 
early to fish, to use a minnow, 
worm or an ugly-looking hell-

Now he has written a sec- 
ond chronicle of hell in the 
U.S.S.R. which, despite the fact 
that disclosures of Soviet fear- 
fulness are hardly uncommon 
in 1950, is remarkable and at 
times fascinating. 

The frame of “I Chose Jus- 
tice” is the successful libel suit 
Kravchenko brought in 1949 
against a Communist weekly in 
Paris, which had blustered the 
charge that his first book was 
written for him by American 
intelligence agents. It was a 
lively trial. Kravchenko and 
his lawyers apparently were 
willing to cut as many capers 
in court as their opponents. 
The Communists brought in 
several Soviet officials as wit- 
nesses and even imported Krav- 
chenko’s former wife, who 
roundly’ denounced him. Little 
wonder that the American press 
thought the suit a bit of a joke.

by Edwin ©. Reischauer. (Harvard 
University Press, 357 pgs., $4.) 

INCE August 1945 our basic 

three-pronged policy toward 

Japan has known a combina- 
tion of military, political, and 
economic motives. Militarily we 
aimed at—and have achieved— 
the demilitarization of Japan. 
Politically our effort to democ- 
ratize Japan has called forth a 
long-term educational program 
which cannot properly be as- 
sessed at this early moment. 
Our third objective, the estab- 
lishment of a viable economy 
for a peacetime Japan, has been 
the most halting and haphazard 
of the three programs. Today 
Japan, of necessity, is still the 
recipient of an enormous Amer- 
ican dole. Given the dynamics 
present in Japanese life, in East 
Asia regionally, and in the 
world generally, both the oper- 
ation and the interpretation of 
the American Occupation of 
Japan challenge the best this 
country has to offer. 


This particular interpreter, 
Professor Edwin O. Reischauer . 
of Harvard, is no ivory-towered 
observer of Japanese life. Be- 
longing to a family that has 
been identified with the Far 
East for several generations, 
Dr. Reischauer has personally 
spent almost half of his forty 
years in Japan. Few are so 
qualified as he to write on “The 
Japanese Character,” a subject 
to which he dedicates approxi- 
mately one-third of his volume, 
prompted to do so by the belief 
that we must understand the 
Japanese nation if we are to 
enjoy peaceful relations with 
that people in the future. 
Whether it be the zaibatsu, 
Japanese lack of self-compla-

Returning to Favor

| HOLLYWOOD, Aug. 12. 
HEN Mocambo’s Charlie Morrison cast about last spring 
for a novelty act with which to bolster his weakening 
Monday night business at his fancy bistro on the Sunset 

Strip, he hadn't the slightest notion that his scheme would 

shortly revolutionize the 
whole dance and orchestral 
world. 

By the simple expedient 
of hiring an incongruous 
group of Hollywoodians 
known as the Firehouse Five 

' ——Plus Two, pioneers in pur- 
veying the mad tunes of the 
1920s and staging a series of 
hoofing contests among 
movieland’s great and near- 
great, Morrison not only 
packed his house to the 
doors and into the street but 
launched a nation-wide re- 
vival of that rafter-shaking 
stomp known as the Charles- 
ton. 

Today the country is rag- 
time mad. Dance bands 
everywhere have “convert- 
ed.” Not nearly enough 


Dixieland records can be cut to supply the demand—and 
those of the Firehouse Five dominate the field. Old-time 
coon-shouting singers are coming out of retirement. Movie- 
makers, caught off guard, hastily revised scripts to include 
liberal helpings of Charleston hopping sequences. 

But out of all this madness, one significant musical trend 
is to be noted. The oldest, loudest string instrument of them 
all, the banjo, is now enjoying a tremendous comeback. 


. * * 

And just as Arthur Godfrey restored the ukulele 
via radio and television and paved the way for its re- 
turn to sensational popularity, so has a redheaded, 
poker-faced gent named Ralph Harper Goff brought 
about the renaissance of the banjo. As the real high 
harmony spark plug of the red-helmeted Firehouse 
Five—Plus Two—a sevensome, incidentally, com- 
posed of Hollywood studio artists and technical work- 
ers—Harper Goff finds himself pinnacled to fame as 
the foremost ragtime banjoist of them all. “The new 
Eddie Peabody,” they cal him. 

* * * 
@ IN PASADENA, Glendale, Santa Monica and Long Beach, 
they’ve started “Harper Goff Fan Clubs.” From a dozen dif- 
ferent key theaters he’s received heavy-sugar offers for 
either solo or Firehouse Five engagements. An instrument 
manufacturer wants him to go on the radio giving correspond- 
ence-school courses in banjo playing.

“Would old 
Pete Logue be out of Vandalia

backward into time. The patrol- 
man nodded. The sergeant 
nodded. Pete Logue, both re- 
called, had been sent up to the 

Illinois Penal Farm at Vandalia 
in January. For vagrancy. 

A minute later as the officers 
piled out of the squad car, Na- 
thaniel Peter Logue greeted them 
with the respect he has acquired 
for officialdom in recent years. 
He verified the fact that he had 
completed his term at “the Farm” 
and returned to familiar haunts. 
Recurrence of an old ailment, 
brought on probably by too fre- 
quent use of the bottle, had 
caused someone to send him to 
St. Mary’s Hospital for treatment. 
His restless soul had become 
irked at this type of confinement, 
however, and here he was. 

Police have been “handling” 
Logue for about 25 years. This 
time they treated him gently. 
They took him to headquarters, 
arranged a change of clothing, 
sent the hospital back its garb, 
and released him. 

Probably the fact that the police 
did not arrest Logue was more 
newsworthy than if they had. The 
East St. Louis department has 
run up a tremendous number of 
man hours dealing with Pete since 
he first became their No. 1 Prob- 
lem in the late 1920s, 

Nathaniel Peter is news, of 
course, because of being East St. 
Louis’s most arrested man. Living 
as he does in a community in 
which a brush with the gendarmes 
is considered in many quarters 
more in the nature of an accolade 
than a disgrace, it puts him a 
cut above the most arrested man 
in New York, for example, or the 
most arrested man in San Fran- 
cisco. It is his trade mark, the 
noteworthy characteristic which 
distinguishes him from his fellow 
citizens. It is his cross but it 
is also his glory. And nobody is 
likely to take it away from him. 

Logue began his working life 
some 35 or more years ago as a 
steamfitter. He was proficient in 
his trade, but after a series of 
marital upheavals and financial 
setbacks he switched from the 
pipe wrench to the bottle. Before 
long he found himself spending 
more time in the county jail than 
out of it. 

In his later years the circum- 
stances leading to his arrests fol- 
lowed a dreary pattern, pathetic 


in its monotony. He would get ‘ 


drunk, he would get in a fight, 
he would get arrested; or, some- 
times, he would get drunk and he 
would pass out cold before he 
could get in a fight and then he 


would get arrested. Police them-. 


selves have lost count of the 
number of times they have ar- 
rested him.

Then the chief learned that a

Leahy divided his night staff 
into two groups. Night Chief 
Toby O’Brien and two patrolmen 
were detailed to go to the front 
door. Detective Ray Cashel and 
Detective Sergeant Floyd (Buster) 
Combs were ordered to accom- 
pany him ” se as door. 


HEY were quite efficient about 

the approach. They parked the 

police cars a block from the 
scene and made their way toward 
the house as quietly as is possible 
for a group of 200-pound cops 
on foot. ’ 

Leahy had two of the new 
shells in the chambers of his riot 
gun and his fingers were itching 
on the trigger. 

At zero hour, the chief marched 
up the back steps and turned the 
door knob. The door was un- 
locked. He stepped inside, barged 
through two rooms to the living 
room, leveled the gun and fired. 

Just at that moment O’Brien 
pushed in through the front door. 
A shell wadding struck O’Brien in 
the face and he went down. Tear 
gas enveloped the room, the po- 
licemen, Communists and fellow 
travelers. 

Nathaniel Peter Logue, who 
happened to be taking a course in 
Communism at the time, was 
among those in the room. As soon 
as he and his friends had ab- 
sorbed the shock of seeing one 
policeman shoot another beneath 
their very noses, they scampered

HE spectacular motif which 
T had characterized the raid 

was followed through at Pete’s 
trial before Justice of the Peace 
Brady a few weeks later. 

A photographer assigned by the 
Post-Dispatch to record the event 
squeezed into the crowded Main 
street courtroom with a steplad- 
der. He climbed to the top of 
the ladder holding his camera 
and a tray containing flashlight 
powder. His preparations went 
unnoticed. The attention of the 
crowd was focused on a witness 
testifying to Logue’s lack of repu- 
tation, 

The photographer got his pic- 
ture all right but most of those 
present afterwards agreed it was 
a great pity he could not make 
the picture which followed that 
picture. When he touched off the 
flash the courtroom iiterally 
erupted spectators from every 
exit. They thought some one had 
detonated a bomb. 

By the time smoke had cleared 
away only Justice Brady, who was 
partly deaf, and the stolid Logue 
were in their seats. As soon as 
the flash had been explained they 
all came back, however, and Pete 
in due course was sentenced to 
two months for vagrancy. 

This time Pete figured he had 
been wronged. If anyone had 
been at fault,: he reasoned, it 
must have been the police them- 
selves. He succeeded in beating 
the rap with a writ of habeus

@ THERE IS a tiny heart-shaped watch chain bell that 
ence graced the romantic arm of Rudolph Valentino (Mrs. 
Littmann got it from the late actor’s estate) and a set of tiny 
toe bells that were wagged seductively by Little Egypt's 
feet as the dancer dazzled the men along the Midway at 
the Chicago World’s Fair. Another, more sedate specimen 
Mrs. Littmann cornered for herself graced the estate of 
President Ulysses S. Grant when he lived in St. Louis. She 
gave this number to the American Bell Association which 
uses it instead of a gavel to open its annual conventions. 

Another St. Louisan, Adolph C. Meyer, 3954 Flora place, 
is founder and honorary president of the association. He has 
about 1600 bells and traveled all over the world to acquire 
them. Mrs. Littmann probably has the second largest collec- 
tion and when the association met a few weeks ago in New 
York she basked in considerable glory because she had what 
is believed to be the oldest bell known to men who know 
their bells best. It was made, the experts say, in about 
2000 B.C. by nomads who were nomading around the steppes 
that subsequently became China. It was a horse jingle 
and served only ornamental purposes. 
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Mrs. Littmann offers other sensations in the 
bell business. She has a Bavarian glass wedding cup 
bell that has a second, very small cup suspended from 
its top. At old-time Bavarian betrothals both cups 
would be filled with wine. The groom had to drink 
the big glass and the bride simultaneously emptied 
the little one. Whoever finished first was to be 
boss of the new household. “You can see where 
they had the cards stacked against the groom all 
the time,” Mrs. Littmann observed.

@ SHE HAS NEVER KEPT TRACK of what it cost to acquire 
her tinkling riches, but the prices that were buzzed around 
the last bell convention made her revise her estimate. She 
now figures that at today’s market prices her collection should 
cost about $10,000 to duplicate. 

Her hobby got its start in 1937 when she was visiting 
relatives in Minnesota. She had long collected odd glass 
pieces, found some in the shape of bells and bought them 
only to become fascinated by the bells for their own sake. 
Her relatives, she said, first humored her along, but when 
they saw that another collection was to grow in earnest 
they began to co-operate nicely.

Meanwhile, Mama was not doing so badly her- 
self. Rummaging around curio shops, getting in 
touch with importers and leafing through auction 
catalogues when. the effects of a rich old estate 
came on the market, she acquired Russian droshky 
bells, elephant bells in 30 different sizes, table bells, 
sleigh bells, cow bells from all sorts of odd coun- 
tries, in all sorts of odd shapes and giving off all 
sorts of odd sounds. Getting a bell is not enough 
for Mrs. Littmann. She also wants to know the story - 
behind it.

@® “YOU PROBABLY don’t know about camel bells,” she 
said. “Well, there’s more to those than you might think. 
There may be 200 or 300 caravans moving through the desert 
at one time and the lead camel in each caravan has a different 
kind of a bell. It’s a sort of desert license plate used to 
identify each caravan. As you can see, they have little bells 
within bigger bells and each bell represents one decade in 
the camel's life. About six bells is all you ever see in a 
string because they don’t often get to be more than 60 
years old, : 

“Our own Government took a flyer in camels and camel 
bells once. When Jeff David was Secretary of State in the 
1840s they needed to transport ammunition across the desert 
into California to fight Indians and protect property. The 
Government appropriated about $30,000 for camels and camel 
bells, but the Mexicans who were brought in to handle the 
camels overloaded and underfed them and the whole thing 
blew up.”

Viewed from the 
standpoint of man to monkey, 
however, he is no matinee idol, 
This is not to say, however, that 
he is not the simian equivalent 
of a man of distinction. In fact, 
the more you look at him, the 
more convinced you become that 
such is probably what he is. 

He has a firm mouth and a 
strong chin and he looks like dn 
ape that could make decisions. 
There is an aggressive firmness 
about his face of the type usually 
seen on apes that go places. But 
it is in his eyes that one sees the 
index to his character. They are 
wide open, alert and intelligent. 
They reflect the sort of inward 
calm which comes with mental 
and spiritual balance, and the 
wisdom of a mind which weighs 
people and things.

ERO, now seven years old, was

HERE have been some great 

performers in the colorful 

Arena. Jackie, Jimmy, Rastus, 
Tommy, Sailor and Cookie—where 
are they now? Only Cookie re- 
mains and his is the sad role of 
the star of yesterday that has seen 
his place usurped by a newcomer. 
Cookie was one of the greatest 
of them all, but when he reached 
his twelfth birthday this year he, 
like the others before him, had to 
make his last exit. Now he sits 
in his pen in the ape house, which 
abuts the monkey show arena, 
and seems content until the music 
begins. Then he becomes rest- 
less. And when he hears his fa- 
miliar cues, and knows that an- 
other is doing his old tricks, and 
has taken his place in the hearts 


of the fickle public, he often 


howls with anguish. 
Anyway, there came a day, last 
spring, when Nero said farewell 
to carefree youth, and along with 
a half dozen others of his genera- 
tion, started his initial training 
for the stage. It would be nice 
to be able to py that Nero was 
a Barrymore m the Start, and 
that the minute he walked on the 
stage, Vierheller and the train- 
ers felt something click inside 
them. But such was not the case. 
There was nothing about Nero 
that distinguished him from the 
rest of the class. But as the sea- 
son progressed he began to dis- 
play certain talents, notably a 
talent for clowning. He seemed 
to have that sixth sense which all 
great comedians have, which tells 
them what will make people 
laugh. He seemed also to know 
not only when, but why he was 
being fuhny. And he delighted 
in it. He also seemed to possess

ine ability as a performer, have 
convinced spectators that he is 
about the greatest thing ever. 
They have convinced Vierheller 
too. He has been very much at- 
tached to sqme of the stars of 
the past, and he would like to 


‘ be loyal to their memory. So it 


is not without some reluctance 
that he admits that Nero is the 
greatest of them all. “Not only 
because of his talents as a per- 
former and a comedian,” he says, 
“but because of his docility. He 
is exceptionally co-operative and 
easy to work with.”

HEN the show opens Nero is 

merely one of the troupe in 

the opening spectacle. But 
he possesses a stage presence that 
makes him stand out even when 
doing nothing. 

His first stunt is stilt-walking. 
When the stilts are held up for 
him, he looks at them and then 
at the keeper, as though to say 
nobody but a fool would get on 
those things. In fact, he retreats 
from them in a series of back- 
somersaults. He does this two 
or three times, until he has the 
crowd roaring. Then he reverses 
his tactics. He suddenly takes 
the stilts, mounts them with com- 
plete nonchalance, and dances 
around on them as though he had 
spent all his life on stilts. 

After the other apes have 
jumped the rope, Nero strolls 
over and jumps it better and 
fancier. Then, as if he hadn't 
made them look amateurish 
enough, he climbs on a pair of 
stilts and jumps the rope on 
stilts. He drops the stilts and 
walks away with a slight air of 
boredom. 

Alice was supposed to have 
been the trapeze star this year, 
but her performance has been so 
wooden that she will probably, 
as Vierheller puts it, “draw her 
release next year.” When Alice 
finishes, Nero, knowing his cue, 
leaps on the trapeze, does every- 
thing Alice did, only better, then 
adds a few tricks of his own, 
winding up with the giant swing. 

In the bicycle act it is Nero 
that rides the bike made of an 
iron bedstead... He waltzes on the 
unicycle and then rides it back- 
ward, Off the teeter-board he 
does a back somersault onto the 
shoulders of a trainer. He plays 
the trombone in the band. Dur- 
ing the middle of the number, 
a overcome by the urge 
to dance, he drops his trombone, 
grabs around the waist, 
waltzes her gaily around the 
stage, goes back and finishes the 
final measures on his trombone. 

He is the only ape that ever 


gum drops to anything else. He 
refuses to eat chocolate. If given 
a bar coated with chocolate he 
will carefully remove the choco- 
late with his teeth and eat the 
filling. 

About 15 minutes before show 
time Nero and the rest of the 
show apes are led through a tun- 
nel which extends from the ape 
house under the monkey show 
arena and emerges backstage. 
They are arranged in the minia- 
ture circus wagons in which they 
make their grand entrance, and 
then they are dressed as they sit. 
in their places. Nero, like all the 
others, has six changes of cos- 
tume. His are all identical, a sort 
of overall of large checks, with 
one leg in red and white checks 
and the other leg in green and 
white checks. He is indifferent 
until the curtain rises. Then he 
seems to radiate personality. 

Some apes are trained by 
force, others by coaxing and 
bribery. Nero is unique in that 
he was trained, and is still 
trained, by coaxing and kidding. 
“You have to get him in a silly 
frame of mind,” Trainer Mike 
Kostial explained, “before he will 
get in the mood to do anything. 
We roughhouse a little, tickle 
him, and sort of kid with him un- 
til he’s in the right frame of 
mind. Then he can and will do 
almost anything.” 

The time it takes an ape to 
learn a trick like, for instance, 
riding a bicycle, varies from a 
week to a month. Nero learned 
in less than three days. He 
learned to drive his jeep—which 
is electrically propelled, steers 
with a steering wheel and can be 
reversed with a lever—in 15 min- 


utes.

Officials of the 
Shakespeare Festival at Stratford- 
on-Avon in England suggested 
that the programs be rebroadcast 
in connection with this summer's 
festival. 
In preparing for rebroadcast, 
Fleming used mechanical and 
electronic resources developed 
since the original broadcasts 13 
years ago to “clean up” the old 
transcriptions, making them clear, 
audible and virtually like new. 
A major problem was to elim- 
inate surface noises. In re-re- 
cording the old transcriptions on 
tape, engineers chose by micro- 
scopic examination the cleanest 
records. Then the sound was fil- 
tered electronically ¢o eliminate 
excessive low frequences. 
One way to eliminate noise was 
to cut out that part of tape—usual- 
ly an inch or two—which record- 
ed a crackle or a click and substi- 
tute a quiet piece of tape on 
which were recorded only normal 
background (or room) noises. This 
was possible because the disturb- 
ances usually occurred in pauses 
between words.

It may be some time before one 
can buy a battery-operated port- 
able television set. The big ob- 
stacle is a power supply. A port- 
able radio set will work on a very 
small amount of current and oper- 
ate satisfactorily on dry cell bat- 
teries. Because of the picture 
tube,-a television set requires 
much more current—too much to 
operate from dry batteries. There 
are TV portables now, but they 
plug in to a household electric 
supply. 

The television telephone, dem- 
onstrated experimentally by Bell 
laboratories more than 20 years 
ago, probably will make its first 
appearance in business and indus- 
try to connect separate offices 
and plants. 

Television telephones for home 
use can be built and operated 
now, but the cost would be more 
than the great majority of cus- 
tomers would pay. Not only 
would they require special sets 
with small cameras and viewing 
screens, but they would have to 
be connected by special circuits 
capable of carrying television sig- 
nals which will not travel over or- 
dinary telephone corcuits. Tech- 
nical advances some day may 
bring costs down enough to make 
television telephones practical for

Mews Films Taken 
From Jet Plane Seen 
In the News Caravan 


The first news films taken from 
jet fighters in combat are being 
aired in the News Caravan at 6:45 
Monday through Friday on KSD- 
TV. The movies were taken over 
Korea by Charles and Eugene 
Jones, 25-year-old twin camera- 
men assigned to NBC’s television 
staff in Korea. 

“Flying at-585 miles an hour,” 

ne Jones said in a radio mes- 
sage about his first mission, “we 
reached the target area from Ja- 
pan in about 15 minutes. Then 
the planes in the mission peeled 
off in turn and roared down on 
the town, blasting with rockets or 
machine gun fire... .

Within the past 
five years she has been a member of the boards of the 
Adult Education Council, the Miriam Rosa Bry Convalescent 
Home, the St. Louis Jewish Scholarship Foundation, and a 
board member and vice president of both the Jewish Family 
Service Agency and the volunteer bureau of the Social Plan- 
ning Council.

Mrs. Schweich was the first woman e!ected to the 
board of the Jewish Federation of St. Louis as a com- 
munity-wide representative and not as a representa- 
tive of any organization. The success of the experi- 
ment was obvious, since women have served in that 
capacity ever since.

@ FORMERLY a member of the national board of the 


Women’s Division of the United Jewish Appeal, Mrs. Schweich 
was active for four years in the women’s division of the Jew- 
ish Welfare Fund campaign at the time when the major focus 
of the work was on fund-raising for overseas relief and re- 
habilitation of displaced persons. Her experience as chair- 
man of the special gifts division of the drive convinced her 
that the Jewish Federation needed a permanent women’s 
division, with emphasis placed on an educational program. 
She was instrumental in establishing such an organization 
and served as its first president. .

“It seems te me that women’s services are used 

too often merely for fund-raising,” says the vivacious 

Mrs. Schweich, “and not enough is done te educate 

them as to the purposes and motives behind cam- 

paigns.”

Recently one of them 
was required to tell a little about his home life when filling 
out an application for a progressive school. I found later 
that he had listed every office I ever held, and had written a 
statement as to why he was proud that his mother was civic- 
minded.

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A progressive automotive indus- 

try requires frequent re-appraisal 

_ of our highway system if we are 
to meet the future needs of the 
people and industry, L. C. Allman, 
president of the Truck-Trailer 
Manufacturers’ Association, — be- 
lieves. 

Long a careful observer of mat- 
ters affecting highways and high- 
way transportation, Allman re- 
gards the highway as an impor- 
tant adjunct to the nation’s indus- 
trial plants and believes that the 
country’s industrial welfare should 
always be the prime consideration 
in highway design and construc- 
tion. 

“It seems fitting to me that the 
United States should have good 
roads, well maintained and abun- 
dant,” he said. “This country is 
the greatest producing center in 
the world. 


Change Is Heart-Beat. 


“The highway plant, however, is 
not a static thing, it cannot re- 
main as it is any more than the 

, automotive industry can continue 
to produce the same types of cars 
and trucks year after year. 

“Change is the heart-beat of the 
automotive industry. It méans a 
steady striving for greater com- 
fort and efficiency in passenger 
cars and busses and greater effi- 

- @lency and hauling ability for 
trucks. The engineers in the auto- 
motive plants have remarkable 
things planned for the future and 
it is just good business to expect 
our highway plant to move for- 
ward in concert with our industry. 

“We are at the crossroads of 
highway development in America. 
We can freeze highway develop- 
ment where it is or we can go 
forward with plans for wider, bet- 
ter roads with resultant better 
service to our people and indus- 
try. I want to emphasize here, 
however, that such a program 
need not entail a crushing bur- 
den of taxes.” 

As president of the Truck 
Trailer Manufacturers’ Associ- 
ation, Allman has frequently 
heard the charge that the high- 
Way system is going to pieces and 
that trucks and truck-trailers are 
hastening this distintegration. 
This charge, he said, is not true. 

Bad Only in Spots. 

“No competent engineering 
opinion supports the theory that 
trucks or truck-trailers break up 
the highways—here or elsewhere. 
This is a technical matter which 
I am willing to leave to the en- 
gineers. But some ‘outstanding 
authorities on this subject, not- 
ably those identified with the 
University of Michigan’s engi- 
neering department, state em- 
phatically that commercial ve- 
hicles do not break up the roads. 
If they did, the destruction would 
not be confined to small sections 
in various states. The entire 
American highway system would 
be in failure and we know this 
is not the case. 

“We have a few bad spots in 
all states. But when competent, 
unbiased engineers examine such 
failures they inevitably find 
faulty drainage, faulty construc- 
tion or lack of adequate main- 
tenance. 

“Beyond this, however, I think 
we should recognize the fact that 
the highway is not a monument 
to be preserved for posterity. It 
is part and parcel of the Amer- 
ican industrial system and, like 
a machine which produces, cen. 
be expected to and should wear 
out in the course of time.

If the highways of the future are 
thus planned, the individual mo- 
torist will automatically achieve 
all he desires. We sometimes for- 
get that highways originally were 
planned to accomplish an ex- 
change of commerce and that bas- 
ically the roads and streets have 
greater significance to all the citi- 
zens of America than to the in- 
dividual who wishes to indulge 
himself in a Sunday afternoon 
drive. 


Bridges Insufficient. 

| “There is another ‘point which 
is frequently overlooked. This is 
the matter of bridges. Our roads 
are presumed to be able, in all 
respects, to handle the legal 
loads. Yet there are some cases 
where bridges are not sufficiently 
strong to permit the legal maxi- 
mum. This, then, simply reduces 
the gross load to whatever the 
engineers say the bridge can sus- 
tain. 

“The law says one thing. The 
bridge prevents an operator from 
taking advantage of the law. The

tion that this condition must not 
be permitted to exist. If we have 
weak bridges, engineers should 
strengthen them. If we contem- 
plate new bridges, we should 
make very sure that they are 
strong enough to handle whatever

CONTRACT CARRIERS—

A contract carrier 
might, of course, operate var- 
ious fleets of various special- 
ized equipment and in that 
way serve more than one cus- 
tomer. He also operates under 
jurisdiction of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission or-and 
one or more state commerce 
commissions, depending on 
territory covered. 


TRUCK LEASING—A leas- 
ing company s and main- 
everything but the personnel 
for driving and handling 
freight; personnel being sup- 
plied by the company or indiv- 
idual that letses the equip- 
ment.

PRIVATE TRUCKS—Own- 
ed by concerns or individuals, 
they are nearly as free of re- 
strictions as private passenger 
cars. So long as they carry only 
property of the truck owner, 
they may go anywhere at any 
time, subject only to weight, 
width and length regulations 
and other traffic laws designed 
for safety of traffic.

state Commerce Commission and 
the regulations that have been es- 
tablished under its jurisdiction 
through an act of Congress in 
1935. 

There are now 11 non-profit 
rate making bureaus in the United 
States, established by the truck 
lines. Serving the Middle West 
is the Central States Motor 
Freight Bureau, Inc., of Chicago, 
established in 1936 under the laws 
of Illinois. Chester G.* Moore, 
manager of the bureau, in explain- 
ing its operation, writes: 

“Distribution is the common 
denominator of our great mass 
production, and transportation is 
the keystone of distribution. Be- 


hind every intercity truck, rail-jj 
road train, steamship and airplane |~~~"~— 


may be found a maze of support- 
ing facilities involving the brains 
and efforts of many trained men 
and women. These activities, to 
be effective, must be carefully 
planned and there must be a high 
degree of co-ordination. Above 
all, there must be organization if 
the diverse articles of commerce 
are to be kept moving in a never- 
ending stream. 

“One of the questions likely to 
confront the man who has an 
article for shipment to an unfa- 
miliar point is how to go about 
getting it there in the shortest 
possible time, in good condition, 
and at reasonable cost. The trans- 
portation people have all the an- 
swers worked out for him. They 
advise him as to adequate pack- 
ing for the shipment, they sketch 
the routes over which it will 
move, indicating the junction or 
interchange points. They make it 
possible for him to pay the total 
freight charges at point of origin 
without the necessity of dealing 
separately with each carrier who 
may handle the shipment a part 
of the way. If the shipment is 
sent C.O.D., the delivering carrier 
will collect the money and remit 
to the shipper. 

“The Motor Rate Bureaus carry 
on this service for the trucking 
industry. The central territory 
roughly that area lying north of 
the Ohio river to the Canadian 
border and from the Mississippi 
river (including St. Louis, Mo., 
and other west bank crossings) 
eastwardly to a line drawn 
through Buffalo,, N. Y.; Pitts- 
burgh, Pa., and on into West 
Virginia, is one of the most 
densely populated and commer- 
cially active territories in the 
United States. The traffic load is 
constant and enormous and trans- 
portation facilities are corre- 
spondingly great. Several hun- 
dreds of the most prominent 
motor common carrier truck lines 
operating in that area created the 
Central States Motor Freight Bu- 
reau. Inc. 

Territorial offices of that bu- 
reau are maintained at St. Louis, 
Louisville Akron, Columbus, 
Madison, Wis.; Chicago, Indian- 
apolis, Detroit, Pittsburgh, and 
Buffalo. 

“Under the bureau rate-making 
procedure a system of joint 
through rates has been establish- 
ed and interchange arrangements 
worked out by the carriers. These 
rates and operating arrangements 
fluctuate from time to time and 
require constant study and super- 
vision. 

“The Central States Motor 
Freight Bureau rate-making pro- 
cedure gives every shipper and 
carrier opportunity to express 
their views in a public hearing on 
any pending subject. Pending 
subjects are widely advertized in 
trade papers having national cir- 
culation and interested persons 
are thus given advance notice of 
the hearing. 

“A standing rate committee of 
three men and a clerical staff, all 
trained in rate-making, analyze 
the proposals and the views of the 
shippers and carriers concerning 
those subjects, and based upon 
their investigation a recommend- 
ed disposition is issued. No one 
is bound by such recommenda- 
tion, as an appeal committee com- 
posed of truck line executives is 
maintained to handle, among oth- 
er things, appeals from the recom- 
mendations of the standing rate 
committee. Any interested person 
may appear before either or both 
of those committees and make 
known his views. Carriers who 
may be dissatisfied with the rec- 
ommendation of the standing rate 
committee and the appeal com- 
mittee are afforded right of in- 
dependent action. 

“Under ‘this type of procedure 
problems of the shipping public 
are simplified. Shippers have 
one central place to go with their 
proposals, or with their objections 
to some pending course of action, 
with the assurance that their 
views will become simultaneously 
known to a very large number of 
the motor carriers who haul their 
freight. Should the shippers fail 
to make their views prevail, they 
are then in_ position to file any 
necessary petition for relief with 
the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, and usually preliminary 
handling has served a good pur- 
pose in clarifying the issues and 
crystallizing opinion.” 


TRUCKS HAUL LIVESTOCK

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VALUABLE collection of crayon drawings done by an Indian 
of the Kiowa tribe while a prisoner at Fort Marion, Florida, 
in the 1870s has been discovered in old files of the Missouri 

Historical Society. The Smithsonian Institution identified the 
drawings as the work of a warrior named Wo-Haw, pronounced 
them ‘of major importance in the field of primitive Indian art. 

There are 48 drawings, in two 8¥-by-11%-inch sketch books. 
Most of them depict Indian life on the southwestern plains, the 
Kiowa homeland, but a few reflect the artist's unhappy brush. 
with civilization. During his imprisonment from 1875 to 1878, 
Wo-Haw apparently was ins ted by nostalgia to draw familiar 
scenes of buffalo hunts, tribql ceremonies and war parties— 
pictures in which his native talent displays refinement and con- 
cern for detail. With unfamiliar subjects, his work shows a 
childish crudeness and lack of comprehension. Smithsonian 
experts found his drawings of special interest in studying devel- 
opment of Kiowa painting from primitive to modern, the latter 
represented by Kiowa students at the University of Oklahoma. 

Wo-Haw was among 72 Kiowa, Comanche and Cheyenne 
Indians arrested October 3, 1874, after a series of uprisings 
against white settlers in Oklahoma territory. Rounded up at 
Fort Sill, the prisoners were sent to Fort Marion, an old $ 
fortress at St. Augustine, now known as Castillo de San Marcos, 
as it was originally. Wo-Haw, a small but intractable Indian 
(he was five feet four inches tall and weighed 133 pounds), was 
specifically implicated in the murder of three white men. 

The Wo-Haw drawings were presented to the Missouri His- 
torical Society in 1882 by Mrs. James G. Barry, the widow of 
St. Louis’ twelfth mayor. She is thought to have acquired them 
from the estate of her daughter, Mrs. John F. Grady, who had 
spent her honeymoon in Jacksonville, Florida, in 1876, and who 
died three years later. It is presumed Mrs. Grady visited Fort 
Marion and purchased the drawings as souvenirs. They were 
stored with a miscellany of unclassified materia] in the Historical 
Society's quarters in Forest Park when found by Charles Van 
Ravenswaay, director of the society.

Cities on Other Planets!

Will there ever be a real estate boom on Venus or Mars? It could be! Here are the facts: 


HEN TRAVEL INTO SPACE becomes as common 
as driving down town to the movies, whole 
families may move to new homes on other 
planets! Already men of science are seriously 
weighing the basic problems. 

For a great disaster—such as a change in our 
sun—some day may force us to desert the planet 
Earth. But it is also likely, even if Earth remains 
hospitable, that man’s own pioneering instinct 
eventually will take him abroad in space. 

Just as early explorers opened the way to a 
great civilization in America, explorers in the 
long ages to come may blaze great migrations 
away from the Earth—migrations in search of 
new homes—and businesses. 

We would go, literally, “out of this world!” 

What would such a migration be like? What 
problems will have to be overcome? 

A fantastic question? Not at all. 

“If the government should put a few billion 
dollars into research, we could circle the moon 
in a rocket ship within the next 10 or 15 years,” 
says Roy Healy, a rocket engineer and past presi- 
dent of the American Rocket Society. 

“Already, with our present knowledge,’ he 
adds, “it is theoretically possible to send a rocket- 
ship to another planet. We don’t have to discover 
any new laws or new devices. All we have to do 
is improve new techniques!” 

It seems unlikely, therefore, that mankind will 
perish if the Earth, in the distant future, be- 
comes uninhabitable. 

“IT don’t think there’s any astronomer who 
doesn’t agree that some day the sun will convert 
its last atomic reaction,” says Robert R. Coles, 
acting chairman of world-famous Hayden Plane- 
tarium. 

If and when the sun cools off, where can man 
go? 


Where Else Could We Move? 


| Sagas says there are two possibilities in our 
own solar system: Venus and Mars. 

These, however, would be only temporary stop- 
ping places if the sun were dying. They might be 
good perhaps for a million years or so. Then we 
would have to move on again to another solar 
system—much farther out in space. 

Astronomers have learned that the highest 
temperature on Venus is only about 140 degrees 
Fahrenheit. However, Venus (about the same 
size as the Earth) may have one drawback-lack 
of oxygen. 

Mars is a little smaller, and astronomers are 
more hopeful that it may already have some life 
on it. For one thing, it has more moisture. 

@ Now, let’s get the answers to some fundamen- 
tal questions: How might humans adapt them- 


selves to conditions on another planet ... What 
kind of life might they expect to find? ... What 
kind of natural resources? 

“Two things are essential,” says Prof. Teru 
Hayashi, of the Zoology Department at Columbia 
University. “One is water. We must find it 
already present—since we can’t make it. 

“The other is some life which lives by energy 
from the sun. This would provide food. 

“Air would be nice to have, but is not essential, 
since we can make it.” 

e Would man’s appearance change with his new 
environment? 

It could be. If the new planet is quite similar 
to Earth, Prof. Hayashi says, there would be a 
gradual change in man in a number of genera- 
tions. 

For example, under a stronger gravitational 
pull, future generations of immigrants would 
become smaller in stature, giving them more 
efficient use of their muscles... 

But if conditions were so different that the 

newcomers had to live in huge enclosures (see 
drawing) with artificial atmosphere, and could 
not go out except in pressure suits carrying oxy- 
gen, little change would 
be necessary. 
@ Could man hope to 
find coal, iron, and the 
other familiar minerals 
he needs? 

Natural resources 
wouid be much the same, 
according to Dr. Fred- 
erick H. Pough, one of 
the world’s top geolo- 
gists. 

Says Dr. Pough: “The 
same elements exist everywhere. It is inconceiv- 
able that you would find anything different. 

“There would be the same rocks and minerals. 
But they might exist in different proportions, 
and you couldn’t be sure how much of any par- 
ticular kind of mineral you might find. | 

“But as for coal and oil, there would be none 
unless there had been life on the planet.” 

e@ Just what are the chances of finding life on 
Mars or Venus? 

Prof. Hayashi believes there would be a very 
slim chance of finding life as we know it. And if 
there is life there it may have fantastic forms. 

Life on Earth has developed because of the 
particular conditions on Earth—our temperature, 
gases, water supplies, gravitational force and 
relative amounts of various chemical substances. 

For example, men and most higher forms of 
life on Earth have iron as an important sub- 
stance in the blood. The iron does certain things, 


* 


such as carrying oxygen, in the life process. 


But you don’t have to have iron. Copper will | 


do the job almost as well. 

So on another planet, says Hayashi, you might 
find animals with copper in their blood instead of 
iron. Their blood would be blue instead of red. 

And if there were anything resembling young 
women there, you could not compliment them on 
their rosy-red lips. Their lips would be blue! 

e@ When might we begin to figure out the actual 
problems of such a mass migration? Rocket ex- 
pert Healy says it could be sooner than you think. 

“Once we get to the moon,” he says, “we might 

use it as a sort of Sting Maton et ee 
bound to more distant planets. 

“They could land there to refuel and take off 
much more easily than from Earth. 

“And getting to the moon is simple. A V-2 
rocket could do it in 60 hours, once it got outside 
Earth’s gravitational field (which it can’t yet 
do).” 

But getting to Mars would take six months to 
a year. 

“In order to break away from Earth's gravita- 
tional field,” says Healy, “it’s necessary to reach 
a speed of seven miles per second. We expect to 
be able to do it with a five-stage rocket.” 

Healy has still another suggestion. 


Use the Earth as a Space Ship? 


PROSPECT of moving Earth’s. population is 

tremendous, when you consider that a rocket 

carrying only five men to Venus would have to 
be the size of the USS Missouri. 


Therefore, says Healy, why not explore the 


_ possibility of swinging Earth itself out of its orbit 
’ and steering it elsewhere, taking the population 


with it? 

Or-—still another suggestion—you might trans- 
port the population over the much shorter jump 
to the moon, and then steer the moon in an ap- 
propriate direction! 7 

So, as you see, commuting to other planets is 
still in the realm of fantasy. 7 

But only a hundred years or so ago, if anyone 
had told a covered wagon driver on the western 
plains that his grandson would fly from coast to 
coast in 12 hours, he would have called that fan- 
tasy, too. 

So it isn’t safe to laugh wken scientists specu- 
late about cities on other planets. 

Mars or Venus may be having a building boom 
before you know it. 

Says Robert Coles: “A hundred million people 
looking up into the sky last night may have seen 
a tiny glitter of light that will be ‘home’ to future 


generations. ...”

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a ‘Death Wall 


Clyde Rawlings is a bad insurance risk : 


“HIGH WALL” RIDER is one of the world’s worst in- 
surance risks. 

He is a wild man who makes his living by racing a 
motorcycle up and down the walls of a tank at 
circuses, state fairs and carnivals. It’s a sad thought: 
he rarely lives to be a grandfather. 

Clyde Rawlings (above) is one of 700 Americans who 
follow this curious calling. In seven years he has 
cracked up 23 times, is so tattooed with scar tissue that 
he often finds it hard to recognize himself in his 
mirror. In addition, he has found no insurance com- 
pany will write him a policy. 

“They put me in a class with lion tamers and human 
flies,” he says. “I’m un-insurable.” 

But like the others who ride the high wall (some 
call it the “death wall”) Rawlings thinks he is lucky. 
The pay is good, and the work is stimulating. 
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Running Off into Space 


The “high wall” is the drivers’ name for the motor-@ 
drome, a tank 30 feet across with perpendicular walls @ 
15 feet high. It is Rawlings’ job to drive his bike around 
the inside of this wall as fast as possible (up to 60 
m.p.h.)’ and as close as he can get to the top without 
running off (it has happened) into space. A “safety” 
cable about six inches below the top rim, is supposed 
to protect the customers. Once in a while a driver, in 
a burst of speed, will leave the tank entirely and zoom 
over the top into the faces of the spectators. But on 
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In most daring act, Rawlings snatches handkerchief . . . 
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the rim of a well-built tank the 
clients are as safe as in church. 

For the rider it’s a different 
story. Held to the wall by centri- 
fugal force, he’s liable to get his 
neck broken any minute. 

The big danger, says Rawlings, 
comes from the bike. When a 
sprocket snaps or a tire blows, the 
driver is either (1) slammed 
against the wall, (2) tossed into 
the air above the spectators, or 
(3) hurled 15 feet to the ground. 
If his bike lands on him, he’s in 
serious trouble. 


Something Went Wrong 


“But onby one thing really scares 
me,” says Rawlings. “That’s get- 
ting my arm caught in a fast- 
spinning wheel during a fall” 
Rawlings took his first spill 
three months after he learned to 
ride. He was practicing the “Aus- 
tralian Dip of Death” — a trick 
that required him to roar around 
the top of the wall then whip to 
the bottom and zoom up again. 
But something went wrong. On 
the tire-polished wall his bike 
skidded, lost traction, and he felt 
himself flying out of the saddle. 
“I smashed against the wall 
and soared like a kite,” he says. 
Ten minutes later he was back 
—Cclimbing the wall at 40 m.p.h. 
Later that year Rawlings 
thought up his handkerchief 
trick (see pictures below). His 
partner gives a handkerchief toa 
customer at the top of the tank. 
Then Rawlings rides up to the 
rim controlling his bike with only 
his left hand, and grabs the 
handkerchief as he goes by. On 
his next trip around at 40 m.p.h., 
he gives the handkerchief back. 
Rawlings now averages $300 a

week riding the wall at a Cali- 
fornia motordrome. It’s good 
money but sometimes he thinks 
about what happened to three 
friends of his. 


Death Came Sidewise! 


The three, he says, were climbing. 


the wall when one of them fell. 
His bike flamed and an attendant 
opened a safety door in the side 
of the tank to let the fallen man 
crawl out. | 

This was a mistake. Rider No. 
2 came roaring around, hit the 
door, killed the attendant and 
went riding his bicycle sidewise 
out the door to his death. 

This left one driver still riding. 
Unable tq get down because of 


the open, broken door, he rode’ 


until he was down to a teaspoon- 
ful of fuel. Luckiiy, roustabouts 
managed to push the door back 
into place and prop it up. Then 
the driver came down. 

“Next day,” says Rawlings, “he 
retired from the motordrome.”
